THE GUITEAU TRIAL. 


Scoville's Argument for the De- 
iense. 


GUITEAU‘S LITE AED ANOESTfiY. 


Ths Prisoner Still Keeping Up the 
Insane Dodge. 


(SPECIAL BT TSt KORA PH TO TUB RROOSD-CSICS.] 


Washington, November 22J.—The prison 
van in which Guiteau was conveyed to the 
Court this morning was escorted by six 
mounted policemen, in addition to the offi­ 
cers who rode upon the van. The trip was 
made without any incident. After reaching 
the prisoner’s room, Guiteau partook of a 
hearty breakfast, and expressed himself ae 
satisfied with the police arrangements made 
to insure his safety, lie thought that the 
same precautions should have been observed 
at the outset. 
The Court-room was crowded in every 
nook and corner. 
John Guiteau was in the Court-room soon 
after 9 o’clock, and obtained subpenas for six 
additional witnesses. 
None of the gentlemen publicly invited by 
Guitesu to assist in the defense have yet 
responded. It is understood, however, that 
Scovilie expects to secure the servicts of 
Tittle, of Chicago, later in the week. 
Several medical experts were summoned by 
defense, and are in attendance this morning. 
Among them is 13r. Rice, of Wisconsin, who 
lias long knowH the prisoner, aud who, it is 
said, advised his commitment to the insane 
a-tylum four years ago, oa the ground of emo­ 
tional insanity. 
SCOVILLE’S DEFENSE COMIMED. 
Guiteau was brought into the CVurt-room, 
nnd shortly after 10 o’clock Scovillo resumed 
his argument. He called the attention of 
the jury to the plea set up by the defenre of 
’’insanity,” aud discussed at ¡jreat length the 
growth and changes of public opinion upon 
the subject of insanity aud its treatment by 
the Courts when set up as a defense iu crimi­ 
nal cases, lie cited numerous ruliugs in 
several noted cases. He claimed that the 
plea of insanity having been set up by the 
defense, the burden of proof ic-sts with the 
prosecution. There was just as much gronnd 
to indicate Guiteau’s insanity. “ Why,” 
said Scovilie, “ eveu President Garfivld said, 
‘ Why did this man do it 7 He must be in­ 
sane.’ Blaine must have believed that Gui­ 
teau was insane.” 
Colonel Corkhill then arose, and with much 
emphasis said : “ If you will allow me, Mr. 
Scovilie, the President never said that he 
thought Guiteau was insane. He thought 
him sane all the time. Blaine nevtr thought 
hint insane. He has said, under oath, that 
he believes him sane.” 
Scovilie explained that he spoke from in­ 
formation derived from the newspapers, aud 
would not take issue on the statement. 
HISTORT OF THE GUITEAU FAMILY. 
He hunted up the history of the Guiteau 
family, who were of Huguenot extraction, and 
who had, he said, retained to the prerent day, 
as a marked characteristic, the sturdy > riher- 
encd to religious convictions which earned the 
expatriation of the Huguenots. He asserted 
that insanity was hereditary iu the family. 
Scovilie went on to give the story of Gui­ 
teau’s life in detail. Guiteau appeared satis­ 
fied till Scovilie plainly intimated that lack 
of capacity on Guiteau’s part had reduced 
his practice to the collection of bad debts. 
Guiteau here winced aud broke out with, 
“ I brought a great many suits and generally 
gave them all they wanted to do < n the other 
side.” 
After a moment of quasi explanation to the 
prisoner, Scovilie was about proceeding when 
Guiteau, apparently appeased, waved lis 
hand pleasantly to Scovilie and said : “ Go 
on, Scovilie, that’s an interesting story ar.d is 
correct in its details.” 
Gontiuuing, Scovilie said in effect that 
Guiteau made a good living and supported 
his family all this time, nnd paid his debts. 
A TILT AT THE ASYLUMS AND THE NEWS­ 
PAPERS. 
At one point in the argument, Scovilie. in 
detailing the “ enlightened ” treatment of the 
insane now in vogue at the asylums, said : 
“ In other words, those ih charge of the asy­ 
lums act with little more reason than do the 
’inmates.” 
This sally seemed to ainuse Guiteau im­ 
mensely, and a broad smile broke over his 
features and reappeared two or three times, 
as if His mind reverted to it. 
Scovilie adverted to the prejudice which 
undoubtedly existed against the plea of in­ 
sanity, generally, and especially in the case 
of the prisoner. He said that the newspapers 
had intimated tl.Et Guiteau was only ftigc- 
ing insanity, and such 6eezr:ed the general 
theory cf ths public. 
Guiteau turned uneasily in his chair, and 
with quick, nervous articulation, said : “ I 
never feign ; I act myself, sane or ir.sane.” 
Without noting the interruption, Scovilie 
alluded to the arrest of a man at the time of 
President Iiayes’ inauguration, who was sent 
to the Asylum. This man, he said, had ss 
carefully made his arrangements to kill Pres­ 
ident Hayes as did Guiteau to kill President 
Gai field, and but for his arrest might have 
succeeded. 
THE PRISONER OBJECTS TO DEROGATORY RE­ 
MARKS. 
While Scovilie waa cxpiaii ing about vari- 
our scenes of the prisoner’s life, Guiteau here 
broke in with, “ Had first-class references as 
well as my personal appearance, and eo I got 
business, besides that I had no bad habit3 of 
apy feir.d.” 
To illustrate Guiteau’s freaks as indications 
of insanity, ticovi'.’e then related his rambling 
attempt at speech on a certain occasion, when 
he had been assigned I37 the Court as counsel 
for a prisoner on trial. 
Guiteau again, in an excited manner, said : 
“ That is absolutely false. I never tried a 
cate with Charles Reed in my life. I don’t 
want to interfere with your theory, but your 
facts arc false. I want the jury to understand 
my peculiarities. That’s all right. There are 
a good many people who will swear that I am 
insaue.” 
Recess was then taken. 
AfTerinmn .Session. 
After recess Scovilie continued up in the 
same line of illustration, frequently using the 
expression “ mental it competency.” 
Guiteau fretted at the slightest imputation 
of a lack cf br-iin power, and his intense 
egotism showed itself in his frequent iuter- 
ruptionr. At one time he exclaimed, taking 
exception to a statement of Scovilie, “ Not 
true, and can't be shown, I always tell tho 
truth.” And «Rain he broke in with, “ I 
had brains enough, but my mind was devoted 
to theology. 
That's why I ran behind. 
There’s no money in the theology business. 
I’m out of that now.” 
Scovilie continued, speaking of his impe­ 
cunious condition at that lime, as shown by 
his clothes, when Guiteau interrupted with a 
show of impatience : “ I was always well 
dressed. Don’t put that in.” 
Scovilie related an incident in Gniteau’s 
life which his friends thought at the time 
indicated insanity. 
Guiteau, with much warmth, said : “ I’ve 
heard that stoiy before, and it is absolutely 
false. Don’t tell any such stuff as that sgain.” 
Scovilie then re'ated Gniteau’s varied ex­ 
perience during the Moody and Sankev re­ 
vivals, and his efforts and failures on religious 
subjects and the lack of appreciation shown 
by his audience. 
Guiteanjsnpplied the explanation, saying he 
had new ideas on that subject; they hadn’t 
got to them at that time, and thinking, per­ 
haps, that he had not quite made his mean­ 
ing plain, he added Eoon afterwards : “ I 
had ideas, hut no repulatioD, an! ideas don’t 
draw.” 
Ouitcau’s belief that ho was eerving the 
Lord, ar.d that it was the Lord’s business to 
pay his debts incurred ia His service, was 
mentioned hy Scovilie, when Guiteau laugh­ 
ingly supplied another illustration, saying: 
“ I deadheaded from Toledo to Chicago, on 
the impression that my appearance made 
with the conductors ; got put off twice, 
though.'’ 
Scovilie continued his description of 
Guiteau’s religious experiences, and was fre­ 
quently inte:rnpteJ hy lie prisoner wiih, 
“ I left a $5,000 law b’udnees to do that work, 
and yon see how I mode cut with : t a n d 
again, “ The same kind of business Apcstia 
Paul was engaged in. lie got his pay, aod 
I exprct to get mine some time out oí that 
book I wrote.” 
A moment af‘er, with a show of enthusiasm, 
and raisiog his voice, he exclaimed: “ I 
used to go round the streets cilliug my lect­ 
ures. People thought I was a book agent, 


and I was happier when I was doing that 
work than ever before. I was working for 
the Lord, not for money.” 
Scovilie then alluded to Guiteau’s suscepti- 
bihty to the influence of women, and said it 
was his disposition in that respect that he 
wou: , J 1**1 t° any woman so long as she 
would listen to him. 
“ That’s not true,” shouted Guiteau. “ I 
put a notice in my autobiography that any 
lady who wanted to correspond with me, who 
would send her address, if she was all right, 
would be well received, and to this notice Í 
got a response from a lady worth $100,000 
That wasn’t had, was it?” [Laughter, gen­ 
erally indulged in.] 
Scovilie continued: “ It is true, as he say», 
that the notice brought on a response, which 
shows that there is one woman in the United 
States that probably has lost her reason also,” 
This remark elicited a good deal of laugh­ 
ter, but not from the prisoner, who aDgrily 
exclaimed, “ I wrote her two letters, and she 
wrote me two. You (Scovilie) suppressed 
the rest. I have been looking for a response 
to my last letter for three weeks, and am 
certain that you have lied about it. I tell 
you so publicly,” he continued, raising his 
voice. “ You can't fool me. I am going to 
follow her.” [Laughter ] 
Scovilie—The letters Guiteau wrote I did 
not send. 
“ No. no; you did’nt send them. I knew 
you had lied about it. That’s not the first 
lie yon have told,” said the prisoner, empha­ 
sizing his words with blows upon the table, 
“ 1 knew you had been lying. You told me 
you sent those letters, and now you Bay 
you’ve not.” 
The Court (sternly)—Be quiet. 
The District Attorney—Scovilie knows 
that if there were any such letters they never 
can reach the jury, and this attempt to get 
into a public collcqny with this man is rep- 
lehenslble. Let this man play his part when 
the time comes. 
“ I am not playing a part,” cried the pris­ 
oner, excitedly, and gesticulating wildly; 
“ I knew Scovilie was lying.” 
Scovilie—I understand this evidence is 
coming, aud that it is perfectly competent. 
“ As a general thiDg, testimony obtained 
from lying is not competent,” retorted the 
prisoner. 
Scovilie—I will not reply to Corkhill at 
present for his insinuation. When the time 
comes for argument he will get bis answer. 
The significant tone in which this was said 
brought down a storm of applause from the 
spectators. 
“ I had considered,” continued Scovilie, 
“ that this evidence was competent.” 
The prisoner—You will not have any suc­ 
cess from the Lord by lying. You lie—you 
lie. I’ve found you out. When a man lies 
to me once I never believe him again. You 
have lied to me once, and that’s played out. 
The pris mer, in making his speech, seemed 
to he convulsed with passion, and it was in 
vain that his brother and sister attempted to 
quiet him. 
Scovilie—All I want in this case is that the 
tcuth shall prevail, and ii you believe I pro­ 
duce it as evidence for theatrical tfftet, with­ 
out an earnest couviciion that it is just and 
proper to be done, I want you not only to re­ 
ject it. but charge it against me with ten- 
toid effect in your final verdict. [Applause ] 
The prisoner was called when a hoy ——- 
The prisoner—Julius Cmiar. I never liked 
the name, and do not have it. Too much of 
the negro about it. 
Scovilie—His name, as I understand, was 
Julius Chat les. 
The prisoner—My legal nanee is Charles 
Guiteau. 
Scovilie then proposed to read a bundle of 
letters written by the prisoner, dating back 
to 1858, as showing the bent of his mind. 
The District Attorney objected to their 
introduction, as not connected with the 
crime. 
The prisoner—We will show that they are 
authentic. 
The Judge admitted the letters, most of 
them being addressed to Mrs. Scovilie, and 
some to himself. Those of the earliest date, 
1S58, show nothing peculiar, hut gradually 
they drift into a religious turn, quoting texts 
of Scripture and appealing to his sister to 
turn to God. This feature of them is marked 
after he has gone to the Oneida Community, 
the first let'er from which is dated February, 
1SG1. In this he lays down and supports the 
doctrines of the Community. 
When thi» latter letter was read the pris­ 
oner said, “ I forgot that letter. It is a very- 
good representation uuder wiiich I lived for 
six year?. I wa3 not aware that it was in 
existence.” 
The last letter from Oneida was duted Oc­ 
tober, IStiG, aud stated that his viewa had 
changed ; that he desired to leave the Com­ 
munity and qualify for a position In some 
hank, and a.king Scovilie to send him $50. 
The prisoner—I was recovering from my 
insanity. I was getting my ryes open then 
from them miserable people. 1 had been eix 
years subject to thc-i: fanaticism. 
Scovilie explained that others of the pris­ 
oner’s letters had been burned up in his office 
in the Chicago fire. The letters happened to 
be kept at home. 
The next letters read were from New York 
and Brooklyn in 1867 and 1868. There were 
no striking peculiarities in any of these let­ 
ters, except where they dealt with religious 
subjects. 
Adjourned till to-morrow. 
.Scovilie*» Legal A bility. 
Chicago, November 22d.—Si ecials from 
Washington agree in cotnn.ending Scoviile’d 
defense :.s unexpectedly strong. One special 
says that Scovilie cannot pose before tho pub­ 
lic as aa unskillful lawyer any longer. He is 
not only shrewd, quick and sharp, hut is pos­ 
sessed of consummate ability. His reply to 
Robinson, deliverod in a most moderate and 
deprecitory tone, with every indication of 
personal annoyance that snch an embarrass­ 
ment should have occurred, completely 
crushed the Washington attorney, and the 
complimentary remarks of Judge Cox in ex­ 
cusing Robinson from further attendance 
up n the case, could not wipe out the feeling 
of victory gained by Scovilie in securing the 
removal of a man who had been of no earthly 
benefit to the defense. 
Not le i Decided. 
C hicago, November 22 i.—Lawyer Trade, 
upon whom Scovilie and Guitenu depend for 
aid in conducting their ca?e, has not yet de­ 
cided whether he cm help them or cot. His 
engagements here are pressing, and his wife’s 
health demands his presence here. He says 
a strong pressure i* being made upon him 
in behalf of Guiteau, aud he is convinced that 
the prisoner is insane, and ought to be im­ 
mured for life.

OALIFOI1MA. 
The Trade Assembly—Mas» Meeting of 
Citizens. 
San F rancisco. November 22d.—At a 
meeting of the Trade Assembly held this 
evening a strike, among the tailors of the city 
was reported, which promises to be con­ 
tinued, unless some amicable terms be 
arranged. A. J. Lyons, of the committee 
appointed to visit the State Prison, made a 
lengthy report, with a view to showing the 
alarming extent to which convict labor in the 
State Prison comes in competition with free 
labor on the outside. The shoemaker3 report­ 
ed having communicated with prominent 
manufacturers of the city on the subject of 
supplanting Chinese by white labor, but had 
received an unsatisfactory answer. 
A mass meeting was held this evening at 
U nicn Hall by citizens of San Francisco, to 
express their feeling iu regard to the granting 
by the Board of Supervisors a franchise to a 
railroad company to use the water front of 
the city. The meeting was very largely at­ 
tended. 
Speeches were made by several 
prominent speakers on the question. From 
the sentiments expressed hy the speakers and 
the action of the meeting, there seemed to be 
a unanimous public feeling against the prop­ 
osition by the Board of Supervisors to grant­ 
ing the desired franchise. 
Three Sudden Death». 
San F rancisco, November 22d.—Three 
sudden deaths have been reported to the 
Coroner to-day—Cora Weller, found dead in 
her room on St. Mary’s street; A. Fischer, a 
musician, who was found dead in his bed at 
No. 228 Bush street, aud Antnne Gurber, 
who died suddenly at his residence this even­ 
ing, No. 42S Broadway. 
The Trial a( Auburn. 
A cbubn, November 22J.—Id the train- 
wreuker case to-day the defendant (Steinegal) 
concluded his testimony, and a short time 
after which George H. Shinn, another of the 
defendants, was placed on the stand. Shinn 
escaped at the time the others were arrested, 
and after considerable search and expense, 
was arrested at Maxwell, Cal., hy officer 
Burke. Like all the rear, he claimed to 
know nothing regarding the ditching of the 
train until informed regarding it by others. 
He told of his travels and occupations from 
the time he left I-wa Hill until his arrest. 
He did not stand a cross examination aa well 
as Mason, nor did Stcinegal. To sn un­ 
prejudiced observer the case of the defense, 
as contrasted with that of the prosecution, 
appears very weak ; hut this complexion of 
things may be changed when all the evidence 
on the part of the defense has been pre­ 
sented. It is not likely that the case will 
reach the j ury before the first of next week, 
as the detense have a large number of wit­ 
nesses. The interest of the public in the 
trial does not decrease, and some sixteen 
ladies attended the Court to-day, iu addition 
to the usual number of i^en.

N evada, November 22d.—W. H. Wood, 
convicted of assault with a deadly weapon, 
was sentenced in the Superior Court to-day 
to one year’s imprisonment in the County 
Jail.

If Cannon is disqualified there has been 
no election. 
That is the only possible 
conclusion 
from 
the facte. 
An elec­

cannot be had by 2.500 out of 
20,000 votes. 
The m inority candidate is 
beaten beyond all doubt, no m atter what 
happens 
to 
the 
majority 
candidate. 
Cannon may prove not to have been 
legally elected, hut most assuredly Camp­ 
bell was beaten out of sight. 
He of all 
men in the conntry may be said to have 
the least claim to this seat, for the voters 
who alone have the right to pass upon the 
m atter emphatically declared that they 
would ro t have him as their delegate to 
Congress. 
To seat Campbell, therefore, 
would he to revolutionize the whole theory 
of representative government. 
He is the 
very last man to come forward with a 
claim to the place. 
He is several thou­ 
sands of votes worse cfT than if he had not 
run, for be has been in effect blackballed. 
Ho doubt Congress can select its own mem­ 
bers, but we do uot believe that Congress 
will venture upoa the creation of so ex­ 
tremely dangerous a precedent as the admis­ 
sion of Campbell would assuredly be. 


TRIAL 
BY 
NEW SPAPER 
CHECKED. 


Two San Jose journals have been fined 
#50 each by Judge Belden for contempt of 
Court in misrepresenting and commenting 
on the late Allen-Dixon libel suit while it 
was beiug tried. 
The offense for which 
these papers have been thus punished is 
one which requires to be dealt with more 
effectually everywhere. 
The 
tendency 
towards trial by newspaper has been in­ 
creasing greatly of late years. 
I t is in its 
essence a most serious offense agaiest pop­ 
ular government, for it is in effect aa en­ 
de »vor to substitute tho irresponsible dicta 
of newspaper writers for the results of the 
deliberativas of juries and the decisions of 
Judges. 
Newspaper comments upon pend­ 
ing trials, by papers published in the placa 
where the trial is being held, are altogether 
improper aud unwarrantable. 
They are 
almost of necessity in contempt of the 
Court, aud they are calculated to weaken 
th e popular respect for orderly aud author­ 
ized procedure, and to set up a kind o? tri­ 
bunal which is to the Courts very much 
w hat Lynch law is to criminal administra­ 
tion. 
To do this kind of thing is to abuse 
the freedom of the press, and therefore it 
ought to be put a stop to, and Judge 
Belden dcsei es the thanks of the ecrc- 
ruunity ’ i . 
lirmn - in protecting bis 
Court in the case referred to. 
Newspaper 
trial is for the most part only formulated 
gossip, and though it can do no harm 
when the caseá discussed are situated at a 
distance, when applied locally it is alike 
wrong and mischievous.

T he name

is Legion. 
T hey are found everyw here, 


and they m anifest their cerebral deficien­ 
cies in the m ost varioua w ays. 
E veryone 


numbers am ong his acquaintance som e per­ 


son who has alw ays been accounted rather 


“ q ueer,” and w ho is alternately regarded 
as m erely eccentric and “ half-crazy,” ac­ 
cording as the standpoint of the observer is 


friendly or otherw ise. 
In a large propor­ 
tion of cases these “ q u eer” people inherit 
their m ental unsoundnese. 
T he children 


of fathers who hare been hard drinkers, 
and of m others of lym phatic and sluggish 


vitality, very com m only bear this burden. 
The children of habitual criminals, of 
excessively lewd and generally depraved 
and profligate parents, are also often vic­ 
tims of the insane neurosis. 
They want 
mental balance. 
They are not to be 
relied upon at any time. 
They are always 
liable to do things without such reasons as 
would satisfy sane minds. 
They are also 
liable to break down into confirmed epilep­ 
tics, or to collapse into general paialy sis of 
the insane. 
They are the people who, 
being predisposed to madness, yet not 
being positively mad, may at any time be 
thrown off their always precarious balance 
by unforeseen or exceptional occurrences. 
But the victims of the insane neurosis may 
naverthelcssjand as a fact do, in thousands 
of instances, go through life without doing 
an\ thing that is beyond eccentricity. 
The 
recklessness with which bad marriages 
are made, the constant defiance of natural 
laws in the ordering of life, tho strain of 
the modern 
struggle for existence, the 
dangerous predominance of nervous en­ 
ergy in 
modern 
social 
phenomena, all 
tend to maintain and to extend this evil, 
and to multiply the number of tho3e who 
are doomed to carry with them the germs 
of insanity. 
N ature in this way visits 
the sins of the fathers upon the children 
with her usual indifferenc3 to human no­ 
tions of justice. 
Indeed if the conditions 
which paternal and maternal selfishness and 
recklessness impose upon millions of chil­ 
dren could he clearly apprehended at one 
view, it would 
appear 
very doubtful 
whether the current theory of parental 
affection did not need radical revision. 
T he victim of the insane tem peram ent is 
sent into the world incapacitated for any of 


the higher developm ents of his or her facul­ 
ties. 
He is handicapped fearfully 
and 


hopelessly in th e race of life. 
B ut for all 
this he possesses enough force of m ind to 
render him a fre3 agent, and he acts volun­ 
tarily even when he is yield in g to the m ost 
im perative dem ands of the diseased side of 


his m ind. 
G uiteau and the class he repre­ 
sents are doubless urged to do things w hich 


do not occur to better balanced brains, but 
they are capable of resisting such tem pta­ 
tion, and there are p len ty of instances in 


which th ey have done this successfully. 
E pileptics are often hom icidally inclined 


w hile th e fit is on, hut as a rule th ey have 


warning w hen the fit is approaching, and 


th ey know th at th ey ought to be restrained 


during their state of unconsciousness. Ju st 
so is it w ith th e G uiteau class. 
They can 


restrain their law less tendencies and hold 


them in check. 
A nd it is not be supposed 
that because th ey have th e insane tem ­ 


peram ent, therefore they caunot distinguish 


betw een right and wrong. 
Even chronic 


m aniacs are able to draw th is distinction, 


and in fact it is only during the very 
access of delirious frenzy that the capacity 
so to distinguish is lo3t to them. 
The subject of the insane neurosis is in 
all respects able to perceive the difference 
between right and wrong. 
He knows that 
beonghtnot to yield to the promptings of his 
lawless imagination. 
He knows, too, that 
he can resist if he chooses to do so. 
In 
regard to ability to reason rightly on such 
topics, there is no appreciable difference 
between him and the perfectly sane man, 
in short, and therefore tho law Bhould 
make no difference in their treatment. 
The legal theory of irresponsibility is based 
upon radical misconceptions of the effects 
of insanity. 
A madman will often reason 
correctly on all but one subject, and even 
on that he may realize that he is wroDg, 
though he refuses to abandon his favorite 
delusion. 
The large class to which Gui­ 
teau belongs is, for all legal purposes, sane. 
It knows what it is doing, and can refrain 
from evil if it wishes. 
That is the only 
possible safe test of responsibility. 
To 
this conclusion it will be necessary to coma 
sooner or later, moreover. 
Toe law must 
be reformed in regard to the treatm ent of 
the plea of insanity, and the consequences 
and proofs of responsibility. 
To say that 
a criminal is insane must not hereafter be 
tantamount to sayiag that he caunot be 
punished. 
Whoever knows what is right 
and does what is wrong, must come under 
the icope of the criminal law.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD- 
UNION. 


DOMESTIC. 


TEE TALK 
OF 
GLADSTONE’S RETIF.E- 
SISNT. 


The recent talk of Gladstone’s retire­ 
ment proves, as might have been expected, 
to be without foundation ia fact. 
Indeed 
there is no probability th at ho will retire at 
all so long as his party is in power, and 
should his Government fall it is not likely 
that he would long survive it, for with a 
man of his habits inaction would be far 
more dangerous than any amount of work. 
Few even among the proverbially hard­ 
working class of English statesmen have 
exhibited so large a capacity for business 
as Gladstone. 
A t seventy years of age his 
energies seem when occasion demands even 
greater than in his youth. 
His brain is as 
fertile and clear, his eloquence 33 fervid 
and electrifying, hia powers of endurance 
as great, as forty years ago. 
The almost 
intolerable 
worry 
of such 
a 
Parlia­ 
mentary session as the last, when every 
Government measure had to be carried in 
the teeth of the most unscrupulous and 
pettifogging opposition ever witnessed, did 
not appear to affect his health in the least, 
and when the session was at an end he was 
ready to begin a new series of formidable 
tasks. 
In fact he is a striking proof of the 


R evelation s o f Ihe M ormon System and 
Its D angerous M ethods. 
Chicago, November 22d.—The Ariws’ staff 
correspondent at Washington says: 
The 
discussion of the Mormon problem in con­ 
nection with the contest over the seat, of the 
delegate from Utah is likely to bring out 
some unexpected fact3. 
It is said that the 
Mormon Church for years has been silently 
but industriously laying its plans to control, 
in a measure, the local government of the 
Territories in the neighborhood of Utah, and 
have in a great measure succeeded in their 
preliminary efforts. 
A letter of a recent date, written by a resi­ 
dent of Idaho, now on file in the Census Of­ 
fice, says : 
“ Mormons already control the 
elections, and are making strenuous efforts to 
retain their supremacy by tending out colo­ 
nies into all the valltys that are susceptible 
of cultivation, aud aie securing full control 
of all tho water privileges cf the Territory, 
and hence, with all its material interests, the 
outlook for Idaho is now but a repetition of 
the U tah curse. Their supremacy means the 
utter subversion of all free institutions, and 
especially of the free school system.” 
In collecting the material for some branches 
of the census, most especially in regard to 
religion and education, it wu3 found neces­ 
sary to ask aid of Taylor, the successor to 
Brigham Young, as the head of the Mormon 
Church. Taylor male a skpsv of complying 
with the request of the Census officials, but, 
in fact, gave no information of any value. 
The work was at last put in the hands 1 1 
a non-Mormon resident, whereupon Taylor 
began to throw obstacles in the way of the 
performance of his duties. In c; r.espond- 
ence with the Census officials, Taylor, while 
trying to evade the questions to which it wts 
desirous that he should make a reply, d’s- 
closed one thing in regard to his church 
which Brigham Young always studiously 
concealed and denied. He had given t! e 
number cf the Bishops of his church, 
and to a limited extent described their 
functions. 
The Census pc-ople, in their 
reply, assumed that the Bishops were to 
the Mormon Church what pastors are to 
other religious bodice, and proposed to send 
to them the census returns in blank, to 
be filled out with statistics of their respective 
charges. This was exactly what Taylor did 
not want, and he thoref >re said that Bishops 
were not pastors of the Church, but were in 
fact Judges of the Mormon Church, there be­ 
ing a system under control of the Church by 
which temporal cases are tried. 
He said 
that the Mormon Chief, referring to the 
Bishop, “ ¡3 also assisted by two counselors 
who, together with himself, from a Court de­ 
nominated by us a ‘ Bishops’ Court,’ to in­ 
vestigate and try all minor cases that may 
come before him in his ward, whether of a 
temporal or spiritual nature.” This is a 
pretty plain admission of the charge of the 
connection between the Mormon Church ami 
State, and of the practical dominance of the 
former, and forcibly suggests what may be 
the condition of affairs should the Mormon 
control become entire over a State or Terri­ 
tory. 
Severe C harges A gain st an Ex-C onsul to 
C hina. 
C hicago, November 22d.—A special from 
Washington says : Some two years ago Col­ 
onel John S. Mosby, United States Consul 
to Hongkong, preferred charges against his, 
predecessor and the then Consul-General at 
Shanghai, General Bailey. The State De­ 
partment ordered an investigation, and the 
charges being sustained, Bailey was removed. 
It \va3 givtn out that tho Department of -Jus­ 
tice would request the Secretary of State to 
institute proceedings against Bailey in the 
criminal Courts of this country, hut nothing 
appears, however, to have been done, and, in 
consequence, Colonel Moshv is now 0:1 the 
warpath, and what he has written here will 
undoubtedly create a sensation, not only in 
the State Department, but elsewhere. Colonel 
Mosby, iu hia letter says : “ l a m informed 
that Bailey, whom I had dismissed for 
stealing, has now gone home and has got the 
appointment to some office in Cincinnati. 
You know that he had been Consul at Hong­ 
kong and was promoted to be Consul General 
at Shanghai, which created a vacancy here, 
when I was appointed. Well, Judge Denny 
succeeded him at Shanghai, and ha investi­ 
gated him there as I had done here, and re 
ported all his robberies whila Consul at 
Shanghai to the State Department, yet no 
3teps have ever been taken to prostcute him 
or Loring, who was his Vice-Consul, fur their 
crimes out here, and Bailey not only forfeited 
his bond as Consul at Hongkong, bat also at 
Shanghai.” The last act of his rascality was 
robbing the B ink of California with a bogus 
draft. 
He also cheated the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, by a bogus draft, out of 
his passage home. 
The .Yew Turk Suicido. 
New Y ork, November 22J.—The follow­ 
ing particulars are reported with regard to 
the sutc'ds of Louis V. B. Howell : D e­ 
ceased came to this city from Cincinnati al out 
a year ago, to negotiate 
some 
mining 
rtocks, and for that purpose hired an office at 
"1 Broadway. 
He started in life with inde­ 
pendent means, and served through the war 
with distinction, holding a commission as 
Colonel of a volunteer regiment at its close. 
He first went to the West about ten years 
since, aud theie embarked a large part of his 
means id mining speculation. 
For a time he 
prospered, aud had some prominence in ixili- 
ties a'so at the time of the adoption of the 
new State Constitution of California. 
Later 
he met with misfortune, which pursued him 
to this city.

is de: cribe J as 
a 
man 
of 
reserved 
manners, 
and 
not 
■such 
a 
one 
as 
-to 
push a business 
enterprise, and it is supposed that lack of 
success in placing his stocks on this market 
led him to take his life. 
No other cause is 
known. It appeared that the unfortunate 
man had laid down on a bed, placing his 
overcoat under his head, 30 that uo damage 
might be done by blood, He smoked a last 
pipe, and then placed the muzz’e cf a pistol 
above his right eye aud discharged it. The 
report was beard by no one. The remains 
were placed in charge of an undertaker, and 
will be taken to Somerville, N. J., for inter­ 
ment. Hardly any papers aad little prop­ 
erty of any sort remained at the room, and 
ail was handed over to his relatives, who 
profess to be as ignorant of the exact motive 
aa any one else.

J a i l a t G a l t .—Application was recently 
made to the Board of Supsrvisors for aid in 
building a small jail at Galt, which is deemed 
necessary by the citizens of th at place by 
reason of its great distaLce from the county 
seat, and the frequent disturbances th at 
occur there, because the peri>etrators have 
little fear that the people will go to the ex­ 
pense and trouble of arresting them and tak­ 
ing them to Sacramento. 
I t being close to 
the county line depredations are also said to 
be frequently made, and perpetrators escape 
punishm ent by crossing over the county line 
into San Joaquin. 
The application for aid 
from the county was referred by the Board 
of Supervisors to the D istrict A ttorney, 
who states, 
in 
reply, 
th at full power 
to 
erect 
and 
furnish 
necessary 
jails 
for the use of the coun’v is conferred upon the 
Supervisors by Section 404(j of the Political 
C'jde. 
The D istrict A ttorney, in this con­ 
nection, further says : 
*‘ I respectfully sug­ 
gest th at fcince the town of G ait has assumed 
its present position, its inhabitants are great­ 
ly in need of a j sil or like public building. 
Situated near the boundry line between the 
counties of .Sacramento and San Joaquin, it is 
frequently made the reaort of offenders who 
engsge in street fights and public brawls, and 
these indignities are borne by the people in 
order th at the cost and trouble of transporta­ 
tion to the county seat may be avoided. 
I 
believe th at the erection of a small jail at 
this place will greatly tend to check crime, 
and th a t the jail will soon pay for itself in 
the way of saving Court co3tH.” 
Upon con­ 
sideration of the report, the sum of $200 was 
appropriated to aid in building such jail. 
It 
is understood that a sufficient amount will be 
raised by subscription at Galt to increase the 
fund to $500, with which a small, substantial 
jail will be erected.

—TESTIMONY OF A PILOT.

The elickens cage. People tp. Gold Rnn 
Pitch and M inios Company, was reanraed at 
9:30 a. m. yesterday, Judge Jackson Temple 
presiding. 
Captain A lbert Foster veas recalled by Mr. 
Cadwalader. 
The witness produced a chart 
which he had prepared, whereby he could 
more fully and clearly explain to the Court 
the m anner in which he ascertained the fall 
in the Sacramento river between this qjty and 
Steam boat slougb. 
He Baid th at during the 
high water in 18C2, when these observations 
were tak er, there was a fall in the river be­ 
tween those points of 4 inches to the mile. 
Since th at tim e the fall has considerably in­ 
creased. 
H e stated that in early days the 
fall in the river between this city and Suieun 
bay was about 8 feet, a id now it is fully 14.] 
feet. 
JOSEPH ROUTIER SWORN. 
I live on the south hank of the American 
river, in Brighton 
township, Sacramento 
county, about ten miles from this city. 
I 
came to this county on tl e 15th of June, 1853, 
and have been one of its residents ever since. 
M y place is w hat in early days was called 
the Ten-mile Honse. 
I have during all these 
years been Engaged at my present home in 
gardening and fruit-raising. 
In 1853 njy 
house stood fifty feet from the edge of the 
b in k . 
The bank iu front of my residence 
was quite abiupt, and rose forty-three feet 
above low water. 
The bed of the stream at 
th at time was hard and rocky, and the waters 
shewed considerable discoloration from the 
effects of the mining going on iu its upper 
waters. 
The bottom land was black, sandy 
soil, and very productive. 
There was about 
tw enty feet difference in the hight between 
w hat we termed bottom and upland. 
There 
was a stretch of about five miles of this rich 
bottom land. 
The bottom lands on the north 
side of the river I think were a little higher 
than similar land on the south. 
I became 
quite familiar with the river and the topog­ 
raphy of the country at a very early date. 
Being fond of hunting, I frequently went 
gunning over ail portions of the country on 
both sides of the river. 
In early days the 
country in this locality was the most beauti­ 
ful and picturesque I ever beheld. The banks 
were fringed with fine groves of whiteoak, 
liveoak, shrubs and beautiful flowers of every 
form, hue and variety. The river banks were 
high, abrupt, showed no signs of wash ; on 
the contrary, they were covered with moss 
and fern. 
THE SOIL 
In the bottoms was all occupied by thrifty 
farmers, who were engaged in growing wheat, 
fruit and vegetables. 
A large black oak 
stood on the bank at my place in 1853—six­ 
teen feet above low water. Some years after­ 
wards I cut it down, leaving a stum p three or 
four feet high. 
Since then the river channel 
has filled up, and a deposit of sand covers 
that stump so deep th at it would be impos­ 
sible at present to locate it. 
The bottom of 
the river has 'aised at th at point more than 
twenty-six feet. 
[The witness was here 
shown two samples of eand—one from the 
Hoagland place in W ashington, the other 
from the farm of A. S. Greenlaw, north of 
the city.] I recognize both of these samples 
to be lilt- same kind and character as chat 
deposited by the American river upon my 
place. 
I have a great many acres of the 
same kind of sand as the samples. 
This sand 
debris and detritus has been constantly en­ 
croaching and burying us since 1862. 
I think 
this sand comes from the mines. I know that 
the channel from where it empties into the 
Sacramento is completely, entirely filled up 
to a point twelve miles above my place. 


THIS KILLING 
Of the channel extends further up, but I have 
never been above th at point. 
The depth of 
this P1I throughout its length will average 
from 16 to 20 feet. 
This sand di i not bother 
our farm lands until 1862. 
A fter th at time, 
wheugrossing the river in boats, we found 
th at bars were forming and moving daily. In 
early days the sand that would settle in the 
channel would be washed out annually by the 
w inter freshets. 
The water th at came down 
during these freshets was heavily laden with 
sand and detritus. 
I have found by examin­ 
ing it that it contains ons quarter of this sub­ 
s auce. 
One thousand acres of bottom land 
on my i io of the river is c vered from six 
iu .-¡its to ten feet deep*. 
1 had part of my 
place in an orchard of 3,000 trees, and ten 
acres of it iu vegetables. 
I only saved 300 
trees out of the 3,000. 
The rest were killed 
and buried in a grave of sand. There perhaps 
is 150 ¡eft. 
I cannot raise fruit, vegetables 
m r grain on th at portion where the deposit 
i * deep. 
During the flood of 1867 we h id 
another sandy deposit. 
The water in the 
river during the la3t few years seems to be 
more heavily 
laden 
with 
detritus than 
formerly. 
The trees along the river bauk 
have been inbedded in from 10 to 20 feet of 
sand, 
and 
many of 
them 
have 
died. 
Daring 
the 
high 
water of 
1862 the 
tl od 
came within ten feet of my house. 
The channel now has no capacity, and the 
water spreads out during floods aud covera 
what originally was classed as high land. 
In 
March, 1S55, we had a flood th at covered 
half of the orchard, and staid on two days. 
Tni< overflow carried no detritus, aud on the 
whole was very beneficial. 
This last year 
the water in the American river was at lea:-t 
five foot less than iu 1867. 
I never tried to 
levee the river front. 
1 made a small levee 
300 feet long once to keep out brck water 
from a low place. 
A portion of my land now 
is convicurliy under water. 
THE ORCHARDS, 
Yrnoy ards aud gardens, originally profitable, 
are now destroyed entirely, and insume cast-s 
abandoned. 
Mr. Studerus had 300 acre3 of 
good land, and It has sll been destroyed 
except thirty-five acres. 
Others of my 
ntigabors hive suffered [similarly. 
T te 
chicory ranch is covered from one to ten 
feet deop. 
A fter fifteen years of repeated 
attem pts they have succeeded in growing 
aliaifs. 
This ranch before the sandy deposit 
was one of the most fertile iu Sacramento 
county. 
Prior to 1862 all the bottom lands 
along the American river could be cultivated 
without the use of levees. 
Patterson’s place 
is one-half mile west of my place. 
I t has 
beer, pcrtially washed away, the fruit trees 
all destroyed and the whole place covered 
with, white sand. 
Tried to come down from 
m y place to .Sacramento city in a small boat 
during ordinary high water, but foundered 
on e&Dd-birs. 
The water covers such a wide 
area th at it has no depth. 
Cross-examination (to Mr. Catlin)—When 
th at sand is wet it will adhere. 
W hen 1 
bought my place it contained eighty-two 
acres, was covered with white oak and was 
cailr-d upland. 
M y house stood on an abrupt 
bluff forty- three feet above the river. 
I am 
quite positive that I know the difference 
between 
bottom 
and 
bluff 
lands. 
The 
Studerus bottom was all covered in 1862. 
T hat year about 250 acres of bottom lan 1 
washed into the river. 
About eight fe it 
beneath the soil BUrface there is a layer of 
cobble-stone. The 250 acres that was 
-WASHED A WAT 
H as been partially replaced w ith eand that 
is perfectly worthless. 
The banks at P atter­ 
son’s at present are aboiitthirty-five feet high. 
The banks commenced washing and caving 
in during the winter of 1862. 
When I first 
saw the bank a t that point, in 185.4, it showed 
no marks of w inter washing. 
I have abcut 
4,000 fruit trees on my place ut the pr*? nt 
time. 
Same of the orchard I planted in 1861, 
and have aided to it each year. 
1 made con­ 
siderable money off lay place in 1S7L 
I 
think this rear's crop has been the mo t 
profitable I have ever raised. 
This whits 
sand deposit will average two feet ia depth 
on all my place, snd on two acies the depth 
is fully ten feet. 
The amonut of water on 
my place at present covers an area of about 
one acre. 
Mr. Catlin—W hat made the depression in 
your bottom la n d " 
W itness—God Almighty, I suppose. 
I 
have refused §250 per acre for my land. 
It 
I cm . escape being entombed by sand ami 
thickens, it is much more valuable than that. 
There was considerable surface-raising along 
the river in early days. 
This mining was 
i-rincipal'iy done prior to 1862 
The witness was sh twit a map cf the coun­ 
try along the American river, between Sac­ 
ramento and Folsom, and located ail the 
plac e mentioned in his testimony. 
Mr. 
G a iia offered this map to the C< urt no a 
Court diagram. 
Objected to by Mr. H art. 
Objection sustained. 
Vi i to ess continued—I have ten acres that * 
is entirely ruined for agricultural purposes. 
R edirect—I do not think there was a hun­ 
dred acres on Fanner’s bar. 
There is no

A t the time I m ate tho purchase, land of ad 
clasica was very cheap. 
M y average gross 


receipts for the n»«t twelve years has been 
from §10,000 to §12,000 per year. 


A PHOT ON THE STAND. 
W illiam S. Joy sworn (to Mr. Cadwala- 
dei)—[The witness was here shown a map of 
the Sacramento river from Sacramento city 
to Steamboat slough.] I m ade, th at map 
from roy own knowledge of the river. 
I am 
a steamboat pilot on the river. 
The map 
shows the bars, location of places and objects 
as they existed in 1879. 
The upper object is 
the Pioneer Mills. 
A t present I am not em­ 
ployed on the liver. 
I commenced in 1877, 
and have been employed most of the time 
since. 
I piloted the Modoc during the low- 
water season of 1881. 
[W itness here again 
identified his map of the Sacramento river 
from the mouth of Old river to Sacramento.] 
There has been since 1877 a gradual filling 
ud of Old river, except in the “ cross­ 
ings,” aud there they are about as fonr 
years ago. 
A crossing is where we leave 
one side of the river and cross to the 
other, to follow the channel and get rid of the 
shoals. 
There ore “ reaches” and there sre 
“ crossings.” This year we had about five 
feet of water on Haycock shoals, and about 
the pane in 1880. 
In 1878 there was but lit­ 
tle difference, and so in about 1877—th at is 
on the crossing where we steer. 
As we get 
down toward Old liver there are no m ate­ 
rial changes, except a gradual filling up where 
we used to have plenty of water. 
1 he 
reaches have been gradually_ filling up. 
I t 
makes the navigation more difficult; can t get 
the boats up and down so fast, nor so easily. 
The pilot can tell of the shoaling by the feel­ 
ing of the boat, and the way sho steers. 
It 
is about tifty-.hree miles from Old river to 
Sacramento. 
In that space there are a num ­ 
ber of croesints, but they are to Bhort they 
don’t materially lengthen the traveled dis­ 
tance. 
Since I went on the liver the bars 
have been increasing and growing larger each 
year. 
[The map was here offered in evi­ 
dence.] 
Deiense (by M r. Belcher) objected to it if 
offered as a diagram. I t was finally admitted, 
by consent. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
I laid the map out by compass. 
I judged 
the distances by the time it takes to run. 
A 
pilot can do th at very accurately. 
I t was 
done at various times. 
I know where the 
bars begin and end by the bank. 
I sketched 
it very little by the eye. 
I made the map 
ont of my knowledge of the river. 
The bars 
change in length from week to week. 
I give 
the bars’ average or general size, ar.d partly 
by objects on the shore. 
I t is hard to ex­ 
plain myself how I liad my knowledge of the 
map and river. 
The map was made ts satisfy 
myself and as an amusement. 
Knowing the 
river well, I thought I ’d make it for my own 
satisfaction and gratification, and to give 
away a few copies to my friends. 
Therewere 
two pilots on the Centennial, and neither was 
chief. 
I have been over eleven years a pilot 
on San Francisco bay, the tributaries to it, 
and the San Joaquin and Sacramento. There 
is only one class of pilot. 
I hold a first-class 
certificate. 
I have been a steamboat cap­ 
tain. 
There is no chief pilot. 
W hen I was 
with Captain Dickinson I steered, if it was 
my watch, and he in his. 
W hen with him 
we ran mostly through Old river. 
There is 
no chief pilot 
I was pilot. 
I was not on 
the river as an assistant pilot th at I was 
aware of it. 
Tug boats 
can’t 
rnn 
on 
the lower river as 
they used 
to, 
for 
there ia not much w ater for them. 
The 
Modoc and Apache steer by steam, [and 
so steer more easily. 
The Sacramento is 
not a very crooked riv er; not so crooked 
as some. 
There are many a great deal more 
crooked. 
The crookedness of the river has 
little to do with tbe navigation if not more 
crooked than the Sacramento. 
There are no 
“ tight ” plRces iu the Sacramento, no short 
bend-*. 
Between Sacramento aud the mouth 
of the Sacramento river there are between 
one and two hundred landings, bank landings 
and all. 
Some ranches have the landings. 
They clear the bauk, where the water is suit­ 
able, for a landing, whenjthey havefa loadjof 
produce or fruit to ship. 
N ot all the laod- 
ngs are kept up every year. 


Afternoon session. 
Peter Spencer sworn : I live on block be­ 
tween B and C, Twenty-second and Twenty- 
third streets, city of Sacramento. 
I came to 
Sacramento in the fall of 1853. 
I lived in 
the city two years, then moved on D north, 
between Nineteenth and Tw entieth streets. 
In 1855 I moved to the place on D north. 
I 
bad at th at place six acres of a garden. 
It 
was one block from the river. 
I first saw the 
American river in 1853, at Patterson’s, about 
ten miles east of the city. 
Tbe river was 
very clear at th at point, and I could Bee fish 
iu its waters in large quantities. The bottom 
of the river was sandy and gravelly. 
The 
banks 
were 
high 
and 
well 
defined. 
I cultivated my land as a garden from 1853 
to 1S62. 
The winter of 1862 water came into 
my house three or four inches. 
Prior to th at 
time there had been no overflow. 
The de­ 
posit left on my p'ace the winter of 1862 was 
from eix inches to a foot in depth. 
In 1S67 
the floods washed away my house, and left 
from two to five feet of coarse sand. 
I tried 
for three years to cultivate the soil, but could 
not succeed in growing anything. 
M y neigh­ 
bors also lost their houses, barns, etc., and 
pome of them came near losing their lives. 
Ls-*f winter the water was five feet deep in 
that locality. 
The reason of thi3 oveifl;w ia 
caused by the filling up of the original chan­ 
nel. 
The channel near my plxca filled up 
eighteen inches last winter. 
Prior to 1862 
theie wero no levees to amount to anythiog. 
Cross-examination (to Mr. Catlin)—M y 
land was outride the city levee. 
There was 
aa old levee two or three feet high along on 
the liver in front of my place. 
JOHN ROONET, SWORN. 
I live in Brighton, about five mile3 east of 
Sacramento. 
M y Hud lies along tho south 
bank of the American river. 
I purchased 
my laud in October, 1850. 
M y pla*-o is 
about seven miles above the mouth of the 
American river. 
I have been acquainted 
with th at river eicce April, 1850. 
A t th at 
time the water was clear and the bottom 
gravelly and pebbly. 
The 
banks from 
the mouth to Folsom on the south side 
-vouid 
average 
about 
twenty-five 
feet 
I have seen salmon on the American river 
bottom where the water was twenty feet 
deep. 
Oak, ash a u l wild grapevines grew in 
gieat profusion on its banks. Timber extend­ 
ed back from the river for some distance. In 
1851 I put in 250 acres. 
The first farming in 
thri viciahy was done by M r. Stevens in 
1850. 
The farms were very dose together. 
Ib e y joined each other. 
There weie raised 
then barley and wheat principally. 
VYe 
began to put out orchards in 1852. 
We bad 
no levees. 
We h*d no difficulty in farming 
from 3850 up to the flood of 1861-2. 
I never 
saw ai:y water over it. 
The water fir.-t came 
over the 'ands in the fall nf '61 and the win­ 
ter of ’62. 
The American river channel then 
began to fill up with sand and sediment and 
tha banks began to cut fhit. 
In 1S61-2 the 
river tilled up at nay place on some parts of 
my land three feet. 
Tbe banka were tw enty 
feet from low-wzter m aik. 
I eaw large 
steamers up there all that winter. 
Hoboken 
was tbe town then, Sacramento being flooded. 
That winter the water overflowed the whole 
valley in 
1861-62, and 
the water 
for 
tw m ty-four hours was from four to six 
feet over my place. 
I had in then 800 acres 
of grain, aud it was all covered by sediment 
and sand, and destroyed—the m atter from 
the diggings in the hills—sand and red clay 
mixed. 
Some of this [Greenlaw slickens No. 
5] Í3 like it. 
Mixed ia it were oak and pine 
leaves. 
On some parts of my land it left 
white sand, and on others sediment. 
I t left 
on the banks a good deal of th¡3 [ Hodedon 
sand] and some of this [Greenlaw sand No. 4] 
and sediment mixed. 


THE NEXT FLOOD 
Came, I think, in 1868. 
I t filled up the bed 
of the river pretty fast. 
A t my place it 
filled very nearly level with the banks. A fter 
the flood it left white sand in some places, 
and on the banks of the river three or four 
feet deep. 
In the channel it must have filled 
up from fifteen to tw enty feet deep. 
It 
filled from the mouth of the river to 1‘atter- 
80n’s ; it filled in placee level with the banks. 1 
think the sand came from the mines. I know it 
did not come from below. I saw it in the water. 
I saw it floating pretty thick in tho water. 
Have often taken up a bncket of the water, 
and let it settle, aud it would deposit about 
half an inch of eand and elickecs. 
I ’ve only 
noticed the filling some fourteen rnib-s up— 
say fonr miles this side of Folsom. 
I've seen 
the sand move by Ibe action of the water 
which carries it right along. 
Sometimes if 
tbe wind Í3 from the north, it blows it in on 
my side, and so the other way. 
I have sten 
the river cleen ittelf out, aud then till up 
igaio. 
I saw it do it last year. 
Then it 
broke out a bank from my p*lsce right dow n 
fifteen or twenty rods, and left there a deep 
place, but in the spring freshets it all filled 
up again. 
The first high water leaves much 
sediment on my place, and then in the next 
freshet it may wash out again, and so on. 
I t 
is filled up at Fanners’ dkgirgs now with 
u a d , sediment and cobbles. 
A t my placo 
the current is v ry swift, and when the Am er­ 
ican rirer rises fir.-t it is swifter than the Sac­ 
ramento. To pull up agaiust it in high water 
you have to be a mighty good boat nan. 
In 
the n u t ten years the sand in the river has 
iuctwaed very fast, 
l.ast year the increase 
began with the first rain, and continuad. 
I ’ve noticed round 
ROCKS AND COBBLES 
Ccnting down now. 
About 100 acres of my 
place is now covered from cne to four feet 
deep with sand and slickens. 
Arou: d Brigh­ 
ton.’ w hite I know, there m ust Ire 590 acre* 
covered. 
The deposit kills everything it 
strikes. 
I t produces nothing; it m ay after 
some years, but can’t say aa to tho sand last 
year, for it was different from any other— 
finer like. 
I put a’fah'a on it and it came up, 
hut burned right out and came to noth­ 
ing. 
About seventy-five acres of my land is 


pretty effectually destroyed. In 1862 I had 
an orchard producing some §3,000 or $4.000 
per year. 
F irst the slickens killed the 
peaches, and then tbe apricots, and last the 
apples, and now they won’t grow there at all. 
I t usea to be the finest land in the world be­ 
fore 1861 2. 
A fter th at I had to chaDge the 
whole course of my farming. 
Never had any 
levees. Have had four or five floods up there 
since 18G2. 
I t takis very little rain now to 
produce a flood up there, as the bed of the 
river ia pretty nearly even with the banks ; in 
fact, the banka are all gone. 
They stick out 
in some places, but generally are gone. 
I t 
used to be a narrow, deep, pretty stream. 
Now on ODe place on my farm it is one-quar­ 
ter of a inile wide. 
0 a part of my land I 
lost by it CO odd acres. 
The stream has 
changed; it is not where it was in 1851-2. 
I 
think one-3ixth part of the water of 1851-2 
would now produce a flood. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
I had about one and a half miles of front­ 
age on the American river and about one 
mile back. 
By the flood of 1862 I didn’t 
lone much cf th at laud. 
I lost some then. 
I t began to cave then, and kept on caving 
up to 1S80. 
The banka keep caviDg. 
Oue 
cause is the eating in of the river on my side. 
The alfalfa I spoke of was on the slickens of 
1862. 
In 1S80 I had between 400 and 500 
acres of alfalfa ; had beets iu the deposit of 
1S62; raised them, I think, in 1872 for the 
sugar work?. 
The slickens that came mixed 
with leaves 
giew beets, but that mixed 
with white 
sand would produce nothing. 
The 
north levee of Sacramento extends 
to within a mile, about, of the lower bound­ 
ary of roy land. 
From 1850 to 1861-2 my 
land was never overflowed. 
The flood of 
1868 overflowed all my bottom land. 
In high 
water I feel on my land the effects of the 
north levee. 
I t backs it up. 
[Witness, in 
detail, described the effect of the floods of 
1868, etc., on his lands and those of his neigh­ 
bors. 
H e stated a t length in response to 
questions the amonnt of acreage of the farms 
in his vicinity and to w hat extent each has 
been damaged by the floods. 
The whole was 
to test his etatem ent that 400 or 500 acres in 
the vicinity of Brighton has been badly in­ 
ju red ] The water at my ranch was higher 
ia 1862 than in 1881, a good deal—say from a 
foot to eighteen inches higher. 
Think the 
water has never been so high since as in 1862. 


w . s. MAN LOVE 
Sworn : Xives eight miles from the city 
front, and nearly a mile from the American 
river. 
Have about 345 acres. 
M y valley 
land runs a t oue place within about twelve 
rods of the river. 
B ;en there since 1851, and 
farming ever since. 
Then the American was 
a swift, clear, pretty stream, and in its bed 
were cobble and gravelly ridges, with reaches 
of deep water. 
I t was a narrow Etreans—say 
300 or 400 feet. I t had quite high, bold banks 
at low water. 
M easured the water iu 1853, 
at Mrs. Bowle3’ place, 8even miles up the 
river. 
Found it to be in the neighborhood of 
thirty feet deep in August at iow-water 
mark. 
From the bottom of the bed to the 
top of the bank was fifty feet or more then at 
th at point. 
There is a little strip between 
my land and the river. 
H ave known the 
river as far up as Folsom for twenty-five 
years. 
As you went np to Folsom the banks 
got steeper and bolder. 
For ten or twelve 
miles from Sacramento the banl-.s were a 
rich, loamy soil. 
As you got toward the 
foothills it was gravelly. 
I t was a very 
crooked stream, of about uniform ridge from 
Patterson’s to the old mouth. I t has filled up 
a t my place fifteen toeighteea feet wilh coarse 
white sand, and it continues down to tho sugar 
beet ranch and up to Patterson’s. 
T hat is as 
far as I ’ve seen it in late years. 
The 
deposit is about all alike. 
I t has very little 
silt in it. 
W here the water stands a little 
the slickens deposit. 
I t is a different soil en­ 
tirely from that of the valley. 
Noticed the 
filling first about 1861-2. 
Since th at it has 
been going on steadily. A t the first rise the 
river scours out, and after th at it tiffs in again. 
The Sacramento, when high, backs up the 
American and checks its velocity. 
Have 
seen waves six feet high in the American a ta 
point opposite my place. 
Think these waves 
are caused by the water being ro heavily 
charged with Band aud slickens. 
The water 
is so thick near the shore that you can see the 
slickens in it. 
The proportion of sand and 
slickens in the water I think is about one- 
sixth. 
The American has filled up on an av­ 
erage from fifteen to tw enty feet. 
In some 
places it has filled up to a depth of thirty 
feet. 
The river at my place is about seventy 
rods wide. The carrying capacity of the river 
has been reduced one half in the last few 
years. 1 had about thirty acres covered from 
two to five feet deep in 186S. 
The river bed 
is tilling up more each year, and at the same 
time getting wider. 
I t takes much 
LESS WATER 
To make a flood now- than formerly. Previous 
to 1862 we did not need levees, neither were 
we flooded. 
The early floods of clear water 
left, nothing th at was injurious to the noil. 
I t is very difficult to germinato seed in what 
is called sliekens. 
The waters of the Ameri­ 
can cannot be used for domestic purposes. 
The Sacramento river water is not so turbu­ 
lent as the American. 
In front of my place 
in 1SC8 the river cut a new channri. 
This 
channel since th at time has filled up six leet. 
Nothing but willows and coarse weeds will 
grow on m y land th at is covered with white 
sind. 
Tho sand on my place is coarser and 
whiter than the sample marked “ HodgJon.” 
Cross-examination (to M r. Catlin)—The 
land between the railroad and river we term 
valley. 
In 1862 and 1S68 the floods came up 
almost to m y house. 
Some of my land is not 
iujuted, but tbe sard encroaches more and 
more each year. 
If the sipage water comes 
any nearer the surface than at present it will 
destroy our vineyard. 
There are no banks, 
ami water spreads over the whole country. 
A. S. Greenlaw, recalled—There were four 
roads leading north from Sacramento, in 
early days, between Front street and Sm ith’s 
Gardens. 
Theso roads went out on the fol- 
1 *wiog etreets : Front, Twelfth, Twentie h 
and Thirty-first streets. The road on Twelfth 
street is the only one left at present, and last 
year it was badly damaged. 
I t has been 
raised several feet and graveled, but for a 
considerable time during the winter is im ­ 
passable. 
In early days these roads could 
he and were traveled during the winter sea­ 
son.

All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulations : 


Q V A B A X riX E R C L C S iN D R EG U LA T IO N S. 


Rule 1. All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sole, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood cf the preceding year’s growth ; all 
older wocd to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately de6tioycd b}’ fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reason of this rule is th at the w inter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, im ported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignm ent within tins State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of th e said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
F irst—Dissolve sulpho-carbonate of potash-in cold 
w ater; proportions, Impounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle ; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten m inutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts w ater aud one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one h o u r; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 m inutes. 
F ourth—Dissovc carbolic acid crystals in water, 
in propcrtion of one jxmnd of acid to 20 gallons of 
w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted viues ten m in­ 
utes. 
F ifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of w ater; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines tw enty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of w ater; immerse cuttings aod rooted vines 
ten minutes. 
[N. B.—To make “ liver of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water : mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before using ; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lim e.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved.

For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed local resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where vine-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, 6ueh 
applm tion to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector.

other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


R EC O M M EN D A TIO N S F O R T H E F U R T H E R 
PR O T E C T IO N O F V IN E Y A R D S. 


All persons planting new vineyards within the 
State r-re advised and strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them , thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them , as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country. 


C E R T IF IC A T E S . 


For the further convenience of vine-grower?, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting fo^th 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have be*?n complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cents for such certificates made out 
in duplica1*-, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vinos in the pos- 
8e.«i¡i m of the applicant th at may be satisfactorily 
shown to the said inspect- r to have been disinfected.

All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the State with im posed cuttings and 
vhus (referred to iu Rule 2) shall he disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im- 
mers ng in or washing with any of the solutions 
named in Rule 2, provided th at the strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the reduction of the water in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not oisi.-.fected, 
pucli packages and i*acking m aterials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire.
